Tho apple beeaaio famous; seeds 
aad cuttings ware dlstrlbotod to all 
paru of Canada, so that now the Mo- 
latooa Rod flourishes wherever apples 
grow in the great Dominion. In 1896, 
the original tree fn.m which this enor- 
mous famlljr sprang was injured by 
Are; but It continued to bear fruit un 
til nvo years bko Then, after IS 
years. It died, aud ihn grateful farm- 
ers have raised a marble pillar In 
honor of the tree which has done so 
much for tho fruit-growing industry ol 
their land.

ity. The birth rate of American ho -n 
infants of American parentage is prac- 
ttaaliyona par with the low birth 
rsto of FVanos, but our inlint mortal- 
ity rate among such infants has not 
yet approached the favorable figures 
to be found in that country. 

"Sir Arthur Newshome has stated, 
Infant mortatfty is the most sensitive 
index we (Kis.sess of social welfare 
and of sanitary administration.' Ac 
cepting diis for Vba Va» baHnib R is a 
sad commentary upon this country 
that we still maintain an unnecessarily 
high infant mortality rate. The social 
oflfense is particularly gSring upon 
reaHnthm ttiat the baak: causes of in- 
fant mortality are poverty and ignor- 
ance. In every investigation of the 
infantile death rate in large cities or 
small viltages, it has been shown that 
the burden of ifiliintfle death is borne 
by those lacking in worldly posses- 
sions, underfed, underclothed, under- 
paid, undcreducated and underde- 
veloped by social forces. 

"Fundamentally the purpose of a 
baby W'eek is wlucatioiial. It seek.s 
to awaken communities to the sound 
economy of reducing the morbidity 
and mortality rates among infants and 
the advantages that accrue to the 
community by promoting effective 
measures to protect the health and 
welfare of mothen and children. A 
campaign should be inaugurateti th.it 
will i)re.sent the local facts of infant 
mortality in a frank and Open manner 
and indicate not merely what is being 
done to offset the death rate, but also 
demonstnite what acti\ ities arc es- 
sential in order to control or lessen 
the infantile mortality."
